General N eal D ow, th e N oted 
P ro h ib i­ 
tio n ist, Died In Maine. 


P o r t l a n d , Me.,Oot. 4.— General Neal 
Dow, the father of the well-known 
Neal Dow bill in Maine, in fact the 
father of all temperance movements in 
his state, which have gained for him 
not ouly a national but also an interna­ 
tional reputation, breathed his last at 
his residence in this city at ii: .SO o nock 
Saturday afternoon, after a long aud 
lingering illness. 
General Dow was born in Portland, 
Mc., March 20, 1804, and when only SI 
years of age took a stand for temper­ 
ance. 
The full effects of his work 
began to be seen shortly after lie was 
elected mavor of Portland, in 1851. He 
went to the state capital one month 
after his election and did not return 
until an act was passed and signed by 
the governor which provided that ail 
liquors intended for unlawful sale 
should be confiscated and destroyed, 
and the places where liquors w'ere sold 
declared to be public nuisances. This 
law was repeated iii 1865, but was re­ 
enacted the next year. 
During the war Neal Dow was a 
prominent 
abolitionist, and worked 
zealously for the extirpation of negro 
slavery. 
Although HO years old he re­ 
sponded to the call for volunteers and 
marched to the front. Twice he was 
wounded in battle, and was confined 
for eight months in Libby prison. 
After the close of the war the gen­ 
eral traveled all over the world and de­ 
livered temperance lectures.
